OLD SOUTH CEMETERY. 


This is situated in the south part of the town, west of 
an old discontinued highway about 60 rods north of E. 
W. Gunn’s. Between 40 and 50 graves are marked here 
on about four square rods of land in a pasture. One is 
marked with a soapstone, quite well preserved, standing 
three and one-half feet high. Seven are marked with low 
black slate stone, badly broken up. These I have reset, and 
they being so low, stand but little danger of being injured 
any more by grazing stock. The remaining graves are 
marked with a common field stone at the head and foot, 
and I know of no record who were buried here, or when 
they were. The eight upright headstones have the follow- 
ing inscriptions, as shown by the town history, on page 
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63. Only a part of this record can now be read from the 
stones.

This pasture was one of the first cultivated farms in 
town. A few rods west of this cemetery are foundation 
stones of farm buildings. In 1786 Thomas Sumner sold 
this land to Ebenezer Dewey of Hebren, Conn. In 1786 he 
sold to Daniel Newcomb and moved to Vermont. Query: 
“Is this Ebenezer Dewey an ancestor of Admiral George 
Dewey?” To better mark this place and make it more 
visible I would suggest that granite stone post be erected 
at each corner, but not enclose it with a fence; if so, it 
would soon grow up to a dense mass of trees, but being 
fed by stock, no hard wood will grow up and the grass 
will be kept short, as if lawn mowed, as it is at the present 
time.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Gilsum. 


GENTLEMEN:— Your board of health has the honor to 
submit the following report: for the current year. The 
town has sustained its reputation as being one of the most 
healthy towns in the state. There has not been a death 
from contagious or zymotic disease. Scarlet fever was re- 
ported as existing in four families, and diphtheria in one. 
In each case the infected premises were promptly quaran- 
tined, and at the proper time were scientifically fumigated. 

The session laws of 1900 impose upon the board of 
health the duty of enforcing the vaccination laws in regard 
to school children, and they also authorize the board to 
render assistance to persons in quarantine. These and 
other laws, together with the rules issued by the State 
Board of Health, based upon the most recent discoveries 
in sanitary science, have rendered our duties delicate and 


responsible, requiring additional labor and unceasing watch- 


fulness. In all the hardships we have been obliged to im- 


pose, we have aimed to show that the public safety 


required it; and in most instances, we have secured the 
codéperation of those placed under quarantine, or incon- 
venienced in any way by our official action. 

_The Marlow board of health has presented to us a 
claim for the support of persons there quarantined, but 
said, by them, to be residents of this town. The claim was 
referred to your honorable board and you declined to ad- 
vance the money to pay it or any part of it, upon advice 
of legal counsel, as we understand it. The payment of the 
claim involves new and undecided points of law, and if

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its payment is insisted upon, a decision of the court will 
have to be rendered, in the interest of all parties.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1902. 


Our schools, on the whole, have been in a prosperous 
condition the past year. The whole number of different 
scholars attending school has been 113. 

At the beginning of the fall term it was thought best 
for the scholars in the Vessel Rock school to attend school 
at the village, there being room for them and the distance 
being about the same. By so doing they had the advan- 
tage of being in larger classes, which encourages a spirit 
of emulation, and thus acts as an incentive to progress. 
We wish that the East school might be benefited in the 
same way. Something must be done for that school in the 
near future, on account of the poor condition of the 
schoolhouse. 

New desks, 16 in number, have been placed in the East 
schoolhouse, and 12 have been put tnto the West school- 
house. A new teacher’s desk has been purchased for the 
primary room. In the way of other repairs the West 
schoolhouse has been shingled on the north side. 

The banner for best attendance was awarded the East 
school at the close of the spring term, and to the primary 
school in the fall and winter. Much money is wasted and 
much time is lost by non-attendance of pupils. Yet the 
money loss is insignificant in comparison with the harm 
which results to the scholar’s habits by irregular attend- 
ance. Promptness and punctuality are two great factors 
in building up a good character. Sickness should be the 
only excuse for absence. Parents should realize that the

best legacy they can leave their children is a good educa- 
tion. The town provides liberally for our schools, and 
parents should wake up to their responsibilities and give 
their children what rightfully belongs to them. 

Good schools are the foundation of good government, 
and teachers, parents, scholars and school board must 
work together in maintaining such. A good teacher may 
fail for lack of the codperation of the parents and others 
not immediately connected with the school; while, on the 
other hand, a poor teacher may have a fairly successful | 
school. | 

New readers have been introduced into our schools, and 
much interest has been awakened in the matter of reading, 
and great improvement has been made. Weintend to sup- 
ply our schools with new geographies the coming year. 

We have aimed to inculcate in the pupils the habit of 
being careful with the books, and other supplies intrusted 
to them, but there is still room for improvement. The 
pupil should feel under as much, if not more, obligation to 
exercise care and economy in the use of his books, papers, 
pencils, etc., furnished by the town, as though they were 
his own private property. |
